CE IP Hereas in former times Bowes and Arrowes haue beene found

N , ſtbhbercok hath beene eniopned, which Statutes are till in fozce,

— — dmieneſſe, vnlawfull diſpozts, dzunkenneſſe, and luch like enoꝛmi⸗ 
ties and diloꝛders, which ar: too frequent among Our people. 

And whereas Our louing lubiett William Neade an anctent Archer, hath pꝛelented vnto Us 
a warlike inuention ofthe ble of the Bowe with the Pike together, whereby euery Pikeman 
may alſo bee a Bowe-man , Which warkke ſeruice Wee together with Dur Councell of 
State, and Councell at Warre haue ſeene exerciſed in Military Diſcipline, and wee doe ap⸗ 
pꝛooue the ſame to bee ſerutceable and vſetull in time of Warre, And haue by Our Commil⸗ 
ſion vnder Our great Seale of England authoꝛtzed the ſaid William Neade, and William Neade his 
ſonne, whom hee hath inſtructed, to teach and exerciſe Our louing Sublects therein: 

And to that end and purpoſe Wee doe by this Our Pꝛoclamation ſignifie and declare Our 
Will and pleaſure, that the ble and exerciſe of the Bowe and Pike together ſhall bee put in 
pꝛattiſe within this Our Realme of England, and Dominton of Wales, that all Our louing 
Subiects who are it to exertiſe Armes, and eſpectally the chiefe Officers and all others of 
Our Trapned⸗Bands may bee tuſtructed therein, by ſuch wapes, and in ſuch manner as

ſhall bee pꝛelcribed, and directed by the laid William Neade, and William Neade, q; either of them; 
and thoſe whom either of them all haue ſufficiently inſtructed, and deputed in that behalfe, 
at luch connentent times and places as ſhall bee appointed by the Deputte Lieutenants, oz 
Juſtices of Peace in enery Countie, Mato2s, Batliffes, Conſtables 02 other head Officers 
in euery Citie and Towne Cozpozate reſpectiuely, ſo that the ſame may bee done without 
pꝛeiudice oz Hinderance to generall Buſters, Trayning, oꝛ other publike affaires; 

Willing and requiring them, andeuery of them reſpectiuely, vpon notice ginen by the laid 
William Neade, and William Neade, 02 either of them, oꝛ by ſuch others as by either of them ſhall 
bee thereunto appointed, That they oz ſome of them doc from time to time pꝛelcribe and ap⸗ 
point conuentent times and places foꝛ the exerciſe of this Warlike ſernice, and by Warrant 
oꝛ ſuch other wayes and meanes, as (hall ſeeme moſt meet vnto them, to cauſe ſuch of Pur 
louing Subiects as afo2eſaid, to bee pꝛeſent at ſuch time and place, there to bee exertiſed and 
made perfect in the vic of the Bowe and the Pike together in Military Diſcipline, 

And that this Dar Pꝛotla nation may take the better effect, Wee doe hereby require and 
command all and ſingular Deputp Licutenants, and Juſtices of Peace, Naiozs, Bailiffes, 
Conſtables and al! other Our Officers, Miniſters, and Subiects whom it may concerne 
reſpectiuely, That they and euery of them be ayding and aſſiſting vnto the ſaid William Neade, 
and William Neade, and perſons deputed as afozeſaid, inthe exerciſe and perkoꝛmante of the 
pꝛemiſſes, actoꝛding to Our Will and Pleaſure herein declared, as they tender Our Pleaſure 
and will auoid the contrary at their perils, 


Giuen at Our Court at Oatlands: This twelfth day of Auguſt, in che ninth yeere of 
Our Reigne of England, Scotland, France and Ireland.
